NOTHER postponement in the de- 
motion of non-coms. was suggested 


March 31 
A to the War Department. Due to 


the fact that the Army is under the 
strength authorized and appropriated for 
by Congress, it was urged that the surplus 
in the pay of the Army be used in main- 
taining the non-coms in their present grade. 
The Chief of Staff, however, stated on 
March 15 that the demotions would go 
into effect on March 31. 

The last official report with respect to 
the enlisted strength of the Army was 
116,802 men as of Jan. 31, which is ex- 
dusive of Philippine Scouts. A rough 
estimate as to the number of non-commis- 
sioned officers who will be affected by the 
demotions at the end of March is placed 
at 4,000 

Whether or not the pay of the approxi- 
mately 8,000 men that would be required 
to fill up the Army to its authorized 
strength would equal that of the 4,000 non- 
commissioned officers who will be demoted, 
is a question which probably only the Fi- 
nance Department could answer, and per- 
haps then only a rough estimate could be 
made. At the same time, however, it must 
be borne in mind that through the efforts 
of certain officers of the War Department, 
the time limit of the previous reductions of 
the non-commissioned grades was extended 
and the pay of these men was taken care 
of, due to the fact that the Army was 
under strength. 

Why this same method cannot be em- 

ployed again to save these faithful and 
eficient non-coms., many of whom held 
commissions during the war, is a question 
which has been asked many times, not only 
by those in the Service, but by civilians 
who are interested in national defense 
questions. 
_ It has also been stated that in demot- 
ing these men, the Government is break- 
Ing its contract, as under the warrants 
held by them it states “held during the 
Pleasure of the commanding officer.” Only 
mM cases of inefficiency or misconduct on 
the part of the men are they usually de- 
moted to a lower grade. 

Discharging these men is looked upon 
not only as a breach of promise on the 
Part of the Government, but as a gross 
reelect on the part of Congress in failing

Assistant Secretary of War Stresses 
‘ Value of Industrial Mobilization 


OL. JI. MAYHEW WAINWRIGHT, 
who recently resigned as Assistant 


C Secretary of War, before relin- 


quishing his post made a most thorough 
report which dealt particularly with the 
problem of industrial mobilization, which 
is to insure, so far as human foresight may 
provide, that our industrial establishments 
and factories may be prepared, upon the 
outbreak of war, to turn as rapidly as pos- 
sible from their peace-time tasks to the 
production and creation of things of pri- 
mary need for war. 

Col. Wainwright, in his report which 
was made public on March 12, outlines the 
progress made to date and the status of 
the work. Among other things, he says 
that the situation in the Army Air Service 
is most critical, and that the Service up to 
the present time has been using very large. 
ly equipment produced during the World 


ar. 

The colonel states that as an economic 
measure, and likewise in the interest of 
national preparedness, the aeronautical in- 
dustry in this country should be main- 
tained in such condition that it can sup- 
ply our peace-time needs and be prepared 
to expand adequately to meet a war-time 
demand. 

“Without having the necessary airplanes 
and reserves of certain strategic materials, 
such as nitrates, tin, certain metal alloys 
and medicines, and the like,” says Col. 
Wainwright, “we shall never be really pre- 
pared successfully to meet the task im- 
posed upon us by a great war.” 

Towards the conclusion of his report 
Col. Wainwright says: 

“The National Defense act, as amended 
to date, is the clearest and most definite 
statement of a military policy which this 
country has ever had. Sec. 5a, which as- 
signs certain duties to the Assistant Secre- 


tary of War, is the first official recognition 
which has been given to the fact that mili- 
tary plans must remain incomplete and in- 
adequate unless proper consideration is 
given to the industrial questions involved 
in the production of military supplies. It 
is evident that the military plans prepared 
by the General Staff and the industrial 
plans prepared in my office must be closely 
co-ordinated and harmonized. 

“The military plans which are prepared 
by the General Staff form the foundation 
of the industrial plans for procuring sup- 
plies. I feel that this report would not be 


complete without expressing the great ap- 


preciation which I feel for the interest 
which Gen. Pershing and Gen. Harbord 
have shown in the matter. Their kindly in- 
terest and co-operation have done much 
toward insuring the progress which has 
been made on the plans to date. 

“The Army Air Service should be large 
enough and adequately equipped so that 
it would be prepared instantly to meet any 
air force which an enemy might bring 
against us,” says Col. Wainwright. “The 
importance of the role which the Air Ser- 
vice will play in national defense should 
be thoroughly understood, and this compo- 
nent of the Army should be increased to 
its proper strength. The Air Service 
should then have a definite procurement 
program which would insure its proper 
equipment, replacements and a_ reserve 
supply of aircraft for use in an .emergency 
and until war-time requirements could be 
met by increased production. Such a pro- 
gram would call for an average expenditure 
of approximately $15,000,000 per year for 
the next five years. Thereafter this an- 
nual expenditure could no doubt be de- 
creased, In addition to this expenditure 
for new aircraft there will be required ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 for operating the 
Service.”

No Executions Without 

Court-Martial Procedure 

] pointed to investigate the absurd 
charges made in the Setate in No- 


vember, 1921, by the late Senator Thomas 
E. Watson of Georgia, that in France, 
during the World War, a number of en- 
listed men of the United States Army had 
been hanged without trial, and that offi- 
cers had shot down men in cold bleod, 
have unanimously declared the charges to 
be unfounded. ~ 

The committee, which made its report 
on Mareh 1, 1923, was capone a Sena- 
tors Brandegree of Connecticut, Willis of 
Ohio and Ernst of Kentucky, Republicans, 
and Overman of North rolina and 
Shields of Tennessee, Democrats. In a 
special report Senator Ernst also decla 
unfounded the charge that Maj. U. 
Opie of Virginia had shot his orderly, and 
pong Brandegee and Shields concurred 
orally. ' 

All the men who were executed in 
France, for crimes or offenses punishable 
by death under the Articles of War,’ were 
tried by General Court-Martial, and the 
proceedings were carefully re by 
Gen. Pershing before the death sentence 
was carried into effect. The official orders 
bearing on all the cases were on file in the 
War Department, and were at the 
of Senator Watson, who, however, ed 
to consider them and allowed himself to 
be misled by the wild stories of irresponsi- 
ble enlisted men who had no facts to back 
up their assertions. 

He turned a deaf ear to statements from 
officers of the Army with honorable rec- 
ords of service. It was a rank injustice 
to them that such scurrilous charges should 
ever have been. taken seriously. 

There were other people besides Senator 
Watson who were unfortunately misled by 
the wild and unwarranted stories. of ille- 
gal executions, but the great mass of in- 
telligent, thinking citizens undoubtedly had 
full faith in the honor. integrity and hu- 
manity of the officers of the United States 
Army. Many high officers of the Army 
were among those appearing at the com- 
mittee’s hearings. 

The report of the committee, which 
states that the charges were “not sus- 
tained by the testimony,” ends the idle 
tales of alleged unlawful executions which 
oneuld never have been seriously enter- 
tained.

2. (a) Modification of radio sets now in 
use in the division other than the SOR- 
127 set. Modifications recommended wil! 
be set forth in detail and accompanied by 
photographs, if practicable. 

(b) Replacement of any equipment now 
in use by a more satisfactory existing 
equipment. 

(c) Any radio equipment now issued 
which the board believes should be elimi- 
nated. Reasons in each case will be fully 
set forth, 

3. New types of radio sets for develop- 
ment which the board considers will satis- 
factorily meet the needs of a Cavalry divi- 
sion and its component parts in field ser- 
vice. 

Due to the great progress in radio mat- 
ters recently, the War Department has 
contemplated for some time such a test 
and study as outlined above, in order that 
the communications equipment of the Cav- 
ony organizations may be brought up to

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING

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Efficient Merchant Marine 
Vital as a Navy Reserve 


T is to be profoundly hoped that some 
way will be found to preserve an 
American merchant marine in spite of 

the failure of the Ship Subsidy bill. Mer- 
chant ships and merchant seamen consti- 
tute an indispensable war reserve for the 
Navy. 

Apparently the Administration intends 
to continue the operation of certain gov- 
ernment-owned ships under the Shipping 
Board. Of course, this must be done at a 


loss more than sufficient to cover the ex-’ 


penses of a subsidy. It amounts to a sub- 
sidy in another form and is amply justified 
for the sake of naval preparedness. 

But government operation at a steady 
loss is rather a precarious basis for a 
merchant marine. Any Congress may de- 
cline the necessary appropriations and ter- 
minate the whole arrangement. Some form 
of privately-owned ships is essential to a 
permanent institution. 

It is understood that the placing of a 
number of American ships under the Pan- 
ama flag is contemplated by their owners 
as the only basis upon which they can op- 
erate at a profit. This is better than hav- 
ing a deficiency of American-owned ships 
available in case of war. But such a solu- 
tion of the difficulty fails to meet the needs 
as to reserves of personnel, since most of 
the crews will become foreign. 

The best alternative to provide both 
ships and personnel seems to lie in an ex- 
tension of favorable regulations and laws 
for coastwise service from which foreign 
vessels are now excluded. Such coastwise 
traflic should be extended so as to include 
not only commerce between ports on a 
home coast and intercoasta!l commerce, but 
also traffic between the United States and 
all its colonial possessions, not excepting 
even the Philippine Islands. Moreover, 
the coastwise trade, as so extended, should 
be given preferential rates for passage 
through the Panama Canal. In this way 
a large American merchant marine could 
be built up and placed on a sufficiently per- 
manent basis to meet the necessities for a 
reserve for the national defense. 


Navy Selection Law Should 
Be Revised 


N the closing hours of the last Con- 

gress there was introduced in both 

branches a bill to revise the method 
of selection for promotion in the Navy. 
The time was too short to offer any hope 
of action by the late Congress, but appar- 
ently the subject will be given careful con- 
sideration after next November. The 
Principal changes proposed are: 

1, A requirement that not more 
than two officers shall serve on two 
successive boards. 

_ 2. A prohibition against consider- 
ing matter not forming a part of an 


officer's written record (except by 
vote of at least six members in spe- 
cial cases). 


3. A provision that officers passed 
over shall be informed of the govern- 
Ing reasons,

Ta most indispensable requisite in any 
“stem of selection is as close an approach 


to fundamental justice to the individual as 
can be devised. Only in this way ‘can 
imorale be properly safeguarded. It is in 
this respect that the present law is pri- 
marily deficient, and the proposed changes 
are beneficial. 

Many centuries of human experience, 
accompanied by much bloodshed, have 
evolved as basic principles of justice that 
men should not be tried without opportu- 
nity to defend themselves against charges, 
that evidence not susceptible of reasonable 
proof should be excluded, and that a re- 
view of adverse judgments should not be 
made by those susceptible to possible 
prejudice through participation in previ- 
ous judgments. 

Unless the laws governing selection are 
brought into accord with such fundamen- 
tal principles of common justice the meth- 
od of promotion by selection will ruin the 
efficiency of the Navy and had better be 
abolished. It is a pity that the trial of a 
system which in theory promised so much 
of benefit should have been invalidated by 
serious basic defects of application. Let 
the law be modified to give a fair trial. 


French Navy Program to 
. Offset British Sea Power 


ECENT announcement of a French 
R naval building program is but one 

of a long series of events that mark 
the drifting apart of Great Britain and 
France. The latter cannot afford to trust 
its freedom of the seas to the former ex- 
cept under: the condition of an alliance 
or entente which no longer exists. 

While the total program contemplates a 
twenty-year period, during which 700,000 
tons will be built, for the first eight years 
only one-third of this tonnage will be taken 
in hand, and all of this will be utilized in 
auxiliary types of ships. For the time be- 
ing, France will not compete in battleship 
strength. It is practically impossible for 
her to do so until her finances are on a 
better basis, and until the present British 
battleships approach obsolescence. Then 
we may see some sort of battleship compe- 
tition between these two natural rivals; 
provided, of course, that France rejects the 
Washington treaties, or what is more prob- 
able, attaches nullifying reservations to 
them. 

Meantime France has embarked upon a 
program that involves competition in aux- 
iliaries, and this will greatly improve her 
defensive naval status. Press reports 
state that the eight-year program includes 
thirty-five submarines of about 1,800 tons 
each, thirty-five destroyers of about 1,500 
tons, six light cruisers, and two airplane 
carriers. This is an excellent nucleus for 
her purposes. 


Naval Needs of France 
RANCE’S greatest defensive need, from 


the naval viewpoint, is freedom of 
transit between northwest Africa and 
French Mediterranean ports. With air- 


planes and fast light cruisers to give am- 
ple information of hostile forces, destroy- 
ers by night and submarines by day may 
be placed in contact with such forces. 
Such harassing tactics, against even a 
strong enemy fleet, are likely to afford 
periodic opportunities for fast transports 
to make the short passage of 200 miles 
across the Mediterranean. 

Troop movements from Africa to France 
will be indispensable only in the event of a 
great threat by land. For a purely naval 
war with Great Britain, France requires

the ability to jeopardize British ecommerce, 
especially near the British Isles: Air- 
craft, submarines and fast cruisers in suf- 
ficient numbers offer a solution. This 
will not free French sea-borne traffic. It 
will merely serve as a restraint upon Great 
Britain which can be exercised in no 
other way short of a great fleet of battle- 
ships in addition to the auxiliaries. 

Without a fleet comparable in all types 
with the British the great French colonial 
empire will always be open to attack. Sub- 
marines may serve as some defense, and 
it should be noted that the large type pro- 
jected is suitable for operations at a long 
distance from home bases. However, the 
best defense for the colonies which auxil- 
iaries can give will lie in a concentrated 
attack upon British communications at 
the main focus off Lands End. If the 
French can be successful here little fear 
need be entertained for the security of the 
colonies. The new program provides the 
correct types, even if the numbers are in- 
adequate. 


Great Britain’s Naval Base 
at Singapore 


N_ interesting sidelight on British 
naval and commercial policy is 


given by a reference of the First 
Lord of the Admiralty in submitting the 
budget to Parliament, to the building of a 
He described 
that place as Britain’s gateway to the Pa- 
cific, and almost what the Panama Canal 
was to the United States. He insisted 
that the slow progress of this work was 
proof that there was no apprehension of 
trouble with Japan. 

The international agreement reached at 
Washington respecting non-fortification of 
Pacific insular bases included Hong Kong, 
which had been the principal British 
stronghold in the Orient. ‘To rectify this 
deficiency respecting protection of her huge 
commercial interests in China, Britain has 
merely a step back a short distance to 
Singapore, and there construct an ade- 
quate naval base of the first class. 

The non-fortification restrictions of the 
Washington treaty hit America much 
harder. We, too, have large interests in 
the Orient, and they are likely to become 
of greatly increased importance with a 
normal expansion of our export trade. The 
Chinese market is the greatest free one in 
the world. The competition for that mar- 
ket will be an outstanding feature of trade 
development in this century. Britain, Ja- 
pan, France, and other countries will be 
favored by strongly fortified points of sup- 
port close to the area of trade competitron. 
This is denied America. She can have no 
such outpost, notwithstanding her posses- 
sion of islands so extensive, well located 
and populous as the Philippines. 

Quite recently the Department of Com- 
merce, in its official weekly publication, 
called attention to the need of establish- 


ing a commercial outpost in the Philip- 
pines if our merchants were to be placed 
on an equal competitive basis with foreign 
The futility of establishing such 
a commercial outpost wil be apparent to 
anyone understanding that economic com- 
petition is the most fruitful cause of war. 
Just so soon as our outpost became of suf- 
ficient commercial value seriously to affect 
the prosperity of our commercial competi- 
tors for the Chinese markets that outpost 
would be taken from us, for the simple rea- 
son that we could not defend it. 

Naval strength and prosperity derived 
from overseas commerce go hand in hand. 
Centuries of human experience demonstrate 
this beyond a shadow of doubt. The Brit- 
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ish naval base at Singapore is equally a 
girder in Britain’s commercial structure. 
That we are denied a corresponding com- 
mercial advantage is one of the many lia- 
bilities that must be charged up against 
our notable diplomatic defeat at the Wash- 
ington Conference. 


Air Power a Naval Asset 


HE increased activity in naval avia- 
tion, as indicated by recent fleet 
orders and by an article in the 
Aerial Age, written by Mr. Denby, is nota- 
ble chiefly because of the strictly naval 
aspects of the development. Heretofore 
naval aviation has been primarily coastal 
aviation. Air power cannot give adequate 
support to sea power on such a basis. Air 
support is required for the fleet, wherever 
it may be; whether near our coasts or 
thousands of miles away from home. This 
calls for a connection between the fleet and 
its air force so intimate that they cannot 
be unscrambled. ; 
During the late war aviation was in its 
infancy. Aircraft, except for the Zeppe- 
lins, had only a small ‘radius of action. 
The technique of basing air craft on ships 
was very imperfectly developed. These 
facts, combined with the circumstance of © 
the main German naval effort being re- 
stricted to European waters, led to the de- 
velopment of naval aviation almost en- 
tirely as a coastal effort, based on shore. 
The fleet saw little of the air force and 
received almost no _ direct assistance 
from it. 


Interrelation of Sea and Air Craft 


INCE the war the combined tactics of 

ships with aircraft have been greatly 
developed. ‘The bombing plane and the 
torpedo plane have made their appear- 
ance. The important. utility of air- 
planes in the spotting of fleet gunfire 
has been demonstrated. Types of planes 
suitable for long distance scouting over 
water have been tried out successfully by 
actual flights. Efficient devices for launch- 
ing planes from ships and for landing 
them safely on board ships have been 
evolved. Great airplane “carriers” have 
been. designed and are now actually under 
construction. Every day the close inter- 
relation between ships and aircraft, and 
the need of air power as an integral part 
of the fleet, are becoming more evident. 

A future naval war is more likely than 
not to take our fleet too far from its home 
coast to permit any other air support than 
that based with the fleet itself. An adven- 
ture overseas without adequate air power, 
where our fleet will be brought into con- 
tact with another fleet amply reinforced 
with aviation, would be more than stupid; 
it would be criminal. The fleet must take 
ample air power along with it. More- 
over, such air forces must be just as avail-. 
able for instant use as the ships them- 
selves. It is not enough merely to trans- 
port the aircraft as cargo, to be set up 
after arrival at advanced bases, and there 
made ready for operations.’ The aircraft 
will be needed for scouting and for naval 
battle in some form long before the base 
is reached. 

For overseas work naval power must 
support air power in order that air power 
may support naval power. ‘This is the 


essence of naval aviation, which points to 
the fundamental fallacy in the recent pro- 
posals to combine military and naval avia- 
tion into a single organization. Even for 
coastal work naval aviation is much more 
closely related to naval power than to mil- 
itary aviation. For work in the normal 
role of the fleet, well out on the broad 
oceans, naval aviation can have no rela- 
tion whatever with military aviation.

More Details of Air 
Accident on Long Island 


‘THE death of Lt. Stanley Smith, Air 
Ser., U.S.A., and the serious injury of 
Maj. Follett Bradley, also of the Air Ser- 
vice, as a result of an airplane crash to 
earth near New Lots, N.Y., on March 4 
were noted in this paper on March 10. 

The accident happened while the plane 
was some 5,000 feet over Fort Hamilton 
and was caused, it is believed, by the 
breaking of the connecting rod of the port 
motor. 

The single motor, still running, was un- 
able to sustain the plane, which was heav- 
ily loaded with the men and their baggage. 
The plane was on its way from Mitchel 
Field, Long Island, N.Y., for Chanute 
Field, Rantoul, Ill, and when the engine 
trouble developed Maj. Bradley, the pilot, 
was compelled to seek a landing in a 
crowded district. His skillful handling 
of the plane probably saved the lives of a 
number of persons in the streets near by. 

Maj. Bradley and Lt. Smith, who were 
in the forward part of the cockpit, were 
knocked unconscious by the impact and 
the wreckage which jammed against their 
bodies. ‘The four mechanics, shaken but 
otherwise unhurt, scrambled out of the 
wrecked planes and with the aid of citizens 
extricated the unconscious officers with 
great difficulty. Lt. Smith had been car- 
ried with the nose of the machine far into 
the mud and the use of shovels was re- 
quired to get the body out. Maj. Bradley 
secured first aid treatment from Dr. Max- 
well Katz of 452 Pennsylvania avenue. 

Lt. Smith, whose skull was fractured 
and whose body was frightfully injured, 
was rushed to the Kings County Hospital, 
where he died a little later. Maj. Brad- 
ley and the enlisted men were taken to 
the Bushwick Hospital. The four mecha- 
nicians left the hospital after being exam- 
ined and returned to the plane. 

Maj. Bradley, in a statement made in 
the hospital, is quoted as follows: 

“T realized that the chances of negotiat- 
ing a safe landing in the thickly settled 
section over which we were quickly losing 
altitude were slim. I nosed the plane 
around as best I could, half gliding, half 
under the confusing balanced traction of- 
fered by the starboard motor, back east. 
Thus I hoped to reach more open topogra- 
phy and land without a mishap. 

“Some distance eastward I saw what ap- 
peared to be from a height of 4,000 feet 
to which we had descended a suitable lot, 
free from surrounding obstructions, in 
which I believed the ship could be brought 
to earth successfully. When we reached 
an altitude of 200 feet it was evident that 
only good luck could bring us to earth 
without accident because of the mud holes 
and refuse heaps which studded the field. 
Having come down thus far, there was no 
alternative but to risk a landing. We 
struck the earth, breaking the landing car- 
riage, bumped along a few feet into a dis- 
carded boiler and over the machine went, 
nose into the mire, on her back.” 

A court of inquiry consisting of Majs. 
Junius W. Jones, Davenport Johnson and 
Lt. J.T. Hutchinson, Air Ser., UJS.A., by 
Maj. W. R. Weaver, U.S.A., commanding 
Mitchel Field, to investigate the accident. 
Maj. Weaver issued a statement commend- 
ing Ist Lt. Stanley Smith, who was killed 
“in a gallant and successful effort to save 
the lives of others,” and likewise praising 
Maj. Follett Bradley, who “gave first 
thought to the safety of people, on the 
ground.” The enlisted men, who “in spite 
of shock and monor injuries, immediately 
set about the work of rescue,” were also 
praised, as were a policeman and some 
civilians,

Navy Notes 


[CEBERGS have been reported south of 

the tail of the Grand Banks, making it 
necessary to start the Ice Patrol immedi- 
ately. The Ooast Guard cutter Seneca 
was ordered to start the patrol immedi- 
ately and was to be relieved by the Tam- 
pa upon completion of repairs on that ves- 
sel, about March 14. Thereafter, the pa- 
trol will consist of the Modoc and the 
Tampa. Lt. Edward H. Smith has been 
designated the official observer and will al- 
ternate duty on the Tampa and Modoc 
throughout the ice natrol. 


‘THE Navy Department has decided to 

offer to a limited number of engineer- 
ing students of the leading universities 
and colleges an opportunity to send two 
students each to a cruising ship for two 
weeks during the coming summer in order 
to give these young men an opportunity to 
acquaint themselves with ships’ machinery 
and electrical installations. Every effort 
will be made to enable these representa- 
tives to benefit from the study of naval 
installations. Commanding officers of the 
vessels designated for this purpose will be 
instructed to assign the student to a posi- 
tion within the ship’s organization so that 
he will become a part of the ship’s per- 
sonnel. 


‘THE Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 

Department is placing the work of 
handling all matters pertaining to educa- 
tion of officers and men in the 6th Divi- 
sion of that Bureau. Heretofore, this has 
been known as the Morale Division, and 
while the educational work on board ships, 
so’ far as enlisted men are concerned, has 
been handled by that division, this new 
assignment increases the scope of the 
work of that division so far as educational 
work is concerned to include a supervision 
of all matters pertaining to education. 


‘THE Navy Department has under way 

an extensive program for the repair of 
all vessels assigned as training ships of 
the Naval Reserve and has made prepara- 
tion for a successful cruising season. 


FUIGHT orders issued to all command- 
ers of naval air stations announce that 
they will not be required to qualify as 
pilots, although this is desirable, but they 
must qualify as observers.

N.A.A.U. Physical Tests 
Adopted by the Army 


HE War Department on March 6 an- 

nounced that the standard physical tests 
prepared by the National Amateur Ath- 
letic Union have been adopted. These tests 
will be applied to every member of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps, the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Camps and the 
Regular Army. National Guard units will 
be required by the War Department to take 
similar action. 

The tests are so standardized that the 
average boy or young man of a given age 
should be able to run a hundred yards with- 
in a certain time limit, to jump a certain 
distance or to clear a certain height at 
pole vaulting in order to qualify as up to 
the physical standard for his age. 
War Department announcement explains 
that the N.AJA.U. standard tests are mere 
ly tentative and subject to revision or am 
plification from time to time. 

The tests will be made an important 
feature of the summer training program 
for the Regular Army, Organized Reserves, 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps and the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. The 
National Guard of the various states will 
be requested to take similar action. f 

Running spikes and special athletic uni- 
forms are barred. In the training camps 
this summer all men will compete in the 
usual field uniform—service shoes, leggins, 
breeches, flannel] shirt. 

The National Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion wishes these tests to be merely con- 
sidered as a beginning and hopes to de- 
velop a series of events covering all man- 
ner of athletics. The above four tests 
were adopted because they were simple, 
comparatively popular and required no 
expensive equipment. ‘ 

The fundamental purpose of the tests 18 
an effort to raise the physical standard of 
the youth of our country, and to initiate 
action which, it is hoped, will result in 
eradicating many of the numerous physl- 
eal defects which exist in our young men. 
(The winning camp, state and corps area 
will be announced as shown by results ob- 
tained in all Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps conducted in each corps area. In 
order that the test may be as accurate 2 
measure as possible every member of each 
camp will be required to participate, ex- 
cepting only those actually on sick report 
the day of the test. a 

It is conceived that should educationa, 
religious and trade organizations adopt 
these same standards an important step 
will have been taken toward achievement 
of an incentive for mass participation 12 
athletics. 
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Army and Navy News from Washington 


P I “HE Blanton amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill, prohibit- 
ing the enlistment of men in the 

Army below the age of 21 years without 

consent of their parents, ought to make 

the passage of a 25-year retirement bill 
imperative. The chief reason given by the 

War Department for refusing to approve 

either of the Fish bills ceased to exist 

with the adoption of the Blanton amend- 
ment. There is now no longer any danger 
of men retiring from the Army at the age 
of 45 or below, as was contended by the 

War Department. 

It is believed that the terms of the 
Blanton amendment will be observed 
strictly by recruiting officers, who will not 
take any chances in accepting young men 
below the age of 21 years. This would 
make the minimum retiring age for en- 
listed men of the Army, under existing 
law, 51 years. But under the new law to 
fill the Army it will be necessary to se- 
cure older men. The average under the 
restrictions of the new law is apt to range 
around 30 years. This would make age 
of enlisted men at retirement 60 years or 


over. It will hardly be contended that 
men can stay in the combatant branches 
until they are 60 years of age. Of course, 
there are exceptions, but as a rule an en- 
listed man cannot keep up the speed of 
Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery after 
he has passed his fiftieth year. e av- 
erage soldier begins to slow down after 
he has passed forty years, and when he 
approaches 50 years he begins to look for 
duty in the non-combatant branches, 
where he can serve until he reaches the 
time for retirement. 

The conditions under which commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men serve are 
different. When a commissioned officer 
approaches 50 years, he reaches a grade in 
which the physical requirements are not as 
great as are those of his early service. 
Not so with the non-commissioned officer 
who stays in a combatant branch. His 
days of hiking continue until his retire- 
ment. s 


Twenty-five-Year-Retirement Worth Cost 


HE question of the increase in cost of 

maintaining the Army under a 25-year 
retirement for enlisted men should not 
concern the War Department, since Con- 
gress has insisted unon older men for the 
enlisted grades. The War Department 
¢an consistently go to Congress next ses- 
sion and say in effect: “Now that you 
have insisted upon increasing the age for 
enlisted men of the Army, you should 
shorten the term of active service before 
retirement. Otherwise. the Regular Army 
will eventually be filled with old men who 
will not be fit for service in the event of 
war.” 

In approaching the subject of retirement, 
the conditions that would obtain in the 
Regular Army in the event of war should 
be considered. To make the Regular Es- 
tablishment efficient after it is expanded 
to war strength, it should contain a large 
number of young non-commissioned offi- 
cers, It is not a wise policy to have all 
the non-commissioned grades filled with 
old men who cannot qualify for combat 
Service in the event of war. Such men are 
needed not only in the Regular Army but 
in other components of the Army of the 
United States. The whole question of the 
enlisted personnel of the Regular Army 
under the new law should be studied from 
a broad point of view and recommenda- 
tions not only on retirement, but on the 
matter of percentage in different grades 
should be dealt with in recommendations 
Sent to Congress early next session. 

As shown by the referendum on the 
Fish bill taken by the ArMy AND Navy 

OURNAL, the enlisted personnel of the 
Army is willing to co-operate in securing 
the passage of a 25-year retirement bill, 
Which will make the Service more at- 
tractive. By an overwhelming vote the 
fisted men of the Army have indicated 
oe they are willing to have a percentage 
their pay deducted in order to obtain 
n increase in their retirement pay.

SEVERAL plans are incubating for a

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bers when they are promoted. It is claimed 
that this can be worked out without inter- 
fering with the advancement of the cap- 
tains and at the same time restore the 
promotion list to normalcy. By any one 
of several proposals, those at the head of 
the first lieutenants and the second lieu- 
tenants would go up in pairs with the “sub- 
merged” captains. There was an amend- 
ment of this character prepared in the 
War Department, but the Secretary of 
War took the position that there should 
be no legislation at the last session, but 
the subject should be dealt with at the 
next session when a number of other pro- 
posals would come up. 

Even when the Hull amendment, which 
was similar to the McKellar amendment, 
was adopted the Secretary did not think 
that the Senate would agree to it or any 
other provision. The adoption of the Mc- 
Kellar amendment by the Senate was a 
surprise to the War Department. With 
those two amendments pending the con- 
ferees took the position that they could 
not reject both amendments and they ac- 
cepted the McKellar amendment. At the 
next session, it is believed,.the War De- 
partment will urge strongly some modifi- 
cations of the McKellar amendment. 


Bills the House Failed to Pass 


HILE the Senate filibustered on the 

Ship Subsidy and other legislation, it 
functioned better than the House when it 
came to military legislation. A review of 
the records of both houses reveals the fact 
that the Senate passed every important 
military bill which came over from the 
House, but the House failed to act on ten 
important bills that went through the 
Senate. 

Of course, the most important was §S. 
4037, the bill to prevent the demotion of 
non-commissioned officers of the Army. 
The treatment of this bill by the House 
leaders was shameful. The other bills 
which passed the Senate and failed in the 
House were: ‘ 

S. 2515, to create a warrant officers’ re- 
serve corps. 

S$. 2371, to amend Sec. 40b, National 
Defense act, removing the disabilities of 
active officers to be assigned to duty with 
the schools and colleges and in the Re- 
cruiting Service. 

S.J. Res. 48, for the retirement of field 
clerks. 

S. 2363, abolishing the limit on_ mili- 
tary service without the continental lim- 
its of the United States. 

S. 674, for the distribution of war tro- 
phies. 

S. 1018, amending the Indemnity act 
affecting admiralty claims. 

S. J. Res. 38, authorizing the payment 
of the cost of transportation of supplies 
used in construction. 

S. 3461, authorizing the sale and pur- 
chase of certain plots of land at Camp 
Knox. 


British Praise American Courtesy 


IX a letter from the British Embassy to 

Secretary of State Hughes, express- 
ing the British government’s appreciation 
“for the great kindness shown to Rear 
Adm. J. S. Dumaresq at Manila during 
his illness and for the impressive honors 
accorded. the Admiral at his funeral, in 
July last, Ambassador Geddes says, in 
part: 

Adm. Dumaresq was landed at Manila from 
the S.S. Tango Maru during the night of May 
15, and owing to the kind offices of Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, the Governor General, was _im- 
mediately accommodated at the Sternberg Gen- 
eral Military Hospital without the usual quaran- 
tine formalities. In the course of the Admiral’s 
illness the Governor General called on frequent 


occasions to inquire as to his progress, and 
Lt. Col. Murray, commandant of the hospital, 
and Col. Kennedy, department surgeon, were 
tireless in their efforts to relieve the Admiral’s 
pain. Further, on one occasion when it was 
necessary to make transfusion of blood Sgt. 
Andrew Penland of the United States Medical 
Department was good enough to offer himself. 
The whole hospital staff unceasingly worked 
to save the Admiral’s life and to give him 
every possible comfort. 


Revision of Naval Reserve Laws 


HE introduction by Representative 

French of Idaho of a bill (H.R. 14462) 
on March 2 just before the adjournment of 
Congress, indicates that Naval Reserve 
legislation will be a live issue with the 
convening of the next Congress in Decem- 
ber. The bill bears the title of “Estab- 
lishing a Naval Reserve Force.” In Sec. 
35 the “Fleet Naval Reserve class of the 
Naval Reserve Force is abolished.” All of 
its members are to be transferred to the 
retired list. 

In Sec. 38 it is provided that they shall 
not be employed on active duty for a 
longer period than six months. 

Aside from these provisions, the bill wil! 
probably receive the endorsement of the 
Navy Department. In the main, it fol- 
lows the general policy of the Army’s citi- 
zen forces. 

Mr. French in introducing the bil] stated 
that he did it for the purpose of studying 
the Naval Reserve question. There is no 
doubt that there will be opposition on 
Capitol Hill to Secs. 35 and 38, as well as 
in the Navy Department. 


Opposition te Gen. Ely Withdrawn 


UST at a time when it appeared that the 

opposition to the confirmation of Gen. 
Ely would hold up the Army nominations 
Senator Shepherd of Texas received a tel- 
egram from the spokesmen of the former 
officers of the 36th Division withdrawing 
their objections and -urging his contirma- 
tion. The text of the telegram indicates 
that the whole affair grew out of an erro- 
neous report of a speech by Gen. Ely. The 
impression was created that Gen. Ely, in 
discussing preparedness, had made a re- 
flection on thé personnel of the 36th Divi- 
sion, which, of course, was without foun- 
dation. 


More Auxiliaries in Ship Program 


‘THE Navy Department will submit 
to Congress a building program. <A 

study of the fleets of the other great pow- 
ers indicates that the United States Navy 
is short of auxiliaries. Itg battleship pro- 
gram will gradually reach the 5-5-3 ratio, 
but there must be immediate authorization 
to meet its needs for auxiliaries. A study 
is being made of this situation and the 
department will be ready with definite 
recommendations when Congress convenes. 

It is believed that the department will 
ask for at least eight scout cruisers, three 
large scout submarines and three mine- 
laying submarines. 

The new scout cruisers have not yet 
been placed in the organization of the 
Fleet, but there is a tentative plan by 
which the Omaha, the Milwaukee and the 
Cincinnati, which are building at Tacoma, 
will be assigned to the Battle Fleet. The 
other seven, the Raleigh, Detroit, Rich- 


‘mond, Concord, Trenton, Marblehead and 


Memphis will be assigned to the Scouting 
Fleet in the Atlantic ocean. The Omaha, 
Milwaukee and Cincinnati will all be in 
commission this summer. The Milwaukee 
should be completed by May and the Cin- 
cinnati by June. The Richmond will be 
ready for commissioning, it is believed, by 
April 15, and the Detroit and Concord by 
June. The Concord, Trenton, Marblehead 
and Memphis will scarcely be in servic? 
before next summer. 


LTHOUGH it is some time before 

the new Congress will convene, the 

Navy Department is already mak- 

ing a study of the recommendations that 

will be made for legislation. Despite the 

defeat of the Naval Omnibus bill, the opin- 

ion is entertained in the department that 

the closing weeks of the session indicated 

a return to sane thinking among the more 
influential members on naval questions. 

Secretary Denby and Assistant Secretary 


Roosevelt frequently emphasized the fact 
that there is at present a shortage in the 
number of officers and men in the Navy. 
The Fleet is undermanned, and unless an 
increase is authorized it will not be fit for 
war. Just what form the recommenda- 
tions of the department will take has not 
yet been deterfnined, but there is a dispo- 
sition to favor an increase from 86,000 to 
108,000 enlisted men. Even with 108,000 
men the United States Navy will scarcely 
be on a 5-5-3 basis, as is provided for in 
the treaty. With the short term of enlist- 
ments in the United States Navy it is in- 
sisted that the Fleet will require more en- 
\isted men than does the British navy. 

The latest reports give the enlisted 
strength of the British navy 102,934, while 
that of the Japanese navy is 65,000. On 
the ratio basis of the treaty, it is claimed 
that the United States Navy should have 
112,000 enlisted men, as compared with 
65,462 maintained by Japan. But it is in 
officers where the greatest ex- 
ists in the United States Navy. There are 
now in the Japanese navy 7,705 officers, 
as compared with 7,707 in our Navy. War- 
rant officers are counted in the United 
States Navy's strength, yet there are only 
two more than the Japanese navy car- 
ries. In the British navy there are al- 
most 2,000 more officers than in the United 
States Navy, or 9,422. 


Larger Proportion of Officers Needed 


NDDPR these conditions the Navy De- 
partment ig of the opinion that it can 

make a good case before the next Con- 
gress. In working out any recommenda- 
tions for an increase it is generally ad- 
mitted that there must be some new legis- 
lation to place the number of commis- 
sioned officers upon a better basis than 
is now provided for by law. It has often 
been pointed out that an officer strength, 
of four per cent. of the number of enlisted” 
men for the line of the Navy no longer 
meets the conditions of a modern fleet. 
This percentage was fixed when. the Navy 
consisted almost entirely of battleships 
and cruisers. Four per cent. is ample for 
the larger ships, but not for destroyers, 
submarines and other smaller craft. A: 
from this, aviation enters into the pr 
sition. When the percentage was 
there was no aviation. 

One suggestion has been made that the 


time strenth of the Fleet. 
admitted that the Navy should maintain 
in time of peace a corps of officers of suf- 
ficient strength to man the Navy in the 
event of war. It would be easier to fill 
the Navy with enlisted men than to eeu 
it with officers after war has been declared. 
It is apparent that it would take longer 
to educate officers than to train men.

Number of Vacancies 
at U.S. Naval Academy 


NDBER the existing law there are au- 

thorized 1,129 midshipmen for 1923. 
At this writing all but 438 of the vacan- 
cies have been filled, of which fifteen are 
Presidential appointments. 

Of the vacancies already filled 157 are 
by certificates from colleges, 34 by exami- 
nation and 57 by the renomination of ex- 
midshipmen. Six hundred and fifty-eight 
appointees to the Academy have been au- 
thorized to report. 

While there has been a steady increase 
in the number of midshipmen appointed 
from enlisted men of the Navy, at no 
time since 1914, when this was authorized, 
have all the vacancies that are athorized 
been filled by the appointment from the 
enlisted force. In 1914 fifteen were al- 
lowed. but only five entered and three of 
them graduated. In 1915 eight entered 
and four graduated. In 1916 twenty-two 
entered the Academy and thirteen gradu- 


ated. 

In 1917 the allowance of enlisted men 
who may be appointed midshipmen was in- 
creased to a hundred. That year nineteen 
entered, ten of whom graduated. In 1918 
fifty-one entered and twenty-eight gradu- 
ated. In 1919 thirty-thee entered, 1920 
seventy-nine entered, in 1921 fifty-two en- 
tered and in 1922 twenty-six entered. 
Fifty enlisted men are now studying for 
the examinations. 


Completion of Colorado 
and West Virginia 


CCORDING to the .schedule of the

The training is to be conducted in four 
courses according to the extent of previous 
training of the candidates: The courses 
are as follows: 

a. THe Bastc Rep Course.—Age limits, 17 
to 24. Previous military training not required. 
Applicants must possess average intelligence, be 
able to read and write English, and be of good 
moral character. 

This course provides preliminary training, in- 
cluding physical development, athletics, school 
of the soldier, squad and company drill, rifle 
marksmanship, camp sanitation, personal hygi- 
ene, military courtesy, meaning of discipline, 
and studies in citizenship. Those taking this 
course will be given an opportunity to qualify 
for the next higher, or Advanced Red Course. 
Attendance in this course does not constitute 
any present or future contract of enlistment in 
the Army of the United States. 

b. THE ADVANCED Rep Course.—Age limits, 
17 to 24. Applicants must be graduates of a 
Basic Camp or have had military training 
equivalent thereto, must possess average gen- 
eral intelligence, be able to read and write 
English, and be of good moral character. 

This course provides training in different 
branches of the Army: Infantry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery, Corps of Engineers, Cavalry and 
Signal Corps. Advanced instruction in the sub- 
jects covered in the Basic Red Course is in- 
cluded. 

Those who take this course will be given the 
opportunity to qualify themselves to perform the 
duties of a private in the National Guard or 
Enlisted Reserve Corps and to qualify for the 
next higher or White Course. Attendance at 
this course does not constitute any present or 
future contract of enlistment in the Army of 
the United States. 

ce. THE Wuitre Course.—Age limits, 18 to 
24. Applicants must have a grammar school 
education or its equivalent, possess qualities of 
leadership, and be of good moral character. 

is course provides training in different 
branches of the Army: Infantry, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery, Corps of Engineers, Cavalry, 
and Signal Corps, for the purpose of qualifying 
selected enlisted men of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Enlisted Reserve Corps, and 
selected citizens who indicate their willingness 
to serve, at some future time, an enlistment 
in the Army of the United States, and who 
have had military training equivalent to the 
Advanced Red Course, for service as non-com- 
missioned’ officers capable of raining recruits 


-and leading them in active service; and also to 


qualify themselves as specialists. 

Those who attend will be given the further 
opportunity to qualify for the next higher or 
Blue Course. 

d. THE Buive Course.—Age limits, 19 to 24. 
Educational requirements will be ose pre- 
scribed for appointment as second lieutenants in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps; the minimum is a 
high school education or its equivalent. 

This course provides training with the object 
of qualifying selected warrant officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army, National Guard 
and Enlisted Reserve Corps, who have com- 
pleted the White Course or who have had mili- 


tary training recognized by regulations as 
= thereto, for service as second lieu- 
enants. 


The age limits shown above do not apply 
to those who attended a previous Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camp. 

Candidates who attended a Red Course in 
1921 or 1922 and were recommended for en- 
trance to the White Course will be allowed to 
take the White Course in 1923, and, if further 
recommended, the Blue Course in 1924, with- 
out any obligation for service in a component 
of the Army of the United States. 

Candidates who attended a White Course in 
1921 or 1922 and were recommended for en- 
trance to the Blue Course will be allowed to 
take the Blue Course in 1923 without any obli- 
gation as to enlistment in a component of the 
Army of the United States. 

The camps are to extend over a period of 
thirty days. In general, mornings are to be 
devoted to field work of organizations, and the 
afternoons to demonstrations, athletics and study 
periods. Visitors’ days are to be set aside for 
parents, and others interested. 

Organized Reserves 

Available funds should permit the fol- 
lowing to be trained: 

(a) In each Corps Area: Between 900 and 
950 officers for 15 days; approximately 9 offi- 
cers at the special service schools for 3 months; 


instructors at T. camps in the numbers 
indicated above in subordinate grades for 80 


days; approximately 25 enlisted Reservists for 
15 days. 

(b) Hawaiian Department: Approximately 
140 officers and 7 enlisted Reservists for 15 
days. 

(c) Industrial mobilization project under 
the direction of the Assistant Secretary of 
War: Approximately 160 officers for 15 days. 

(d) Air Service: Approximately 15 officers 
in subordinate grades for 4 months. 

(e) Medical Corps: Approximately 13 offi- 
eers in subordinate grades for 4 months. 

The training at the Organized Reserve 
camps will be based on a series of seven 
tactical exercises involving tactical com- 
mand and staff functions of the combined 
armg of the division. Additional training 
will supplement these exercises in such 
matters as map reading and technique of 
the various arms. 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
summer courses will be of six weeks’ dura- 
tion, commencing June 14. The training 
of the several types of units will be in ac- 
cordance with programs furnished by the 
War Department, which have been pre- 
pared with a view to supplementing the 
separate courses pursued by the units at 
the colleges during the school year by 
training that could not practically be un- 
dertaken at the institutions. 

It is estimated that approximately 9,000 
students will attend these camps. 

National Guard 

National Guard units will be assembled, 
usually not in smaller organizations than 
the regiment, for fifteen-day periods. Gen- 
eral instructions have been issued by the 
Militia Bureau with a view to standard- 
izing the training as far is practicable in 
consideration of the fact that facilities for 
armory training are quite varied. The 
dates for the various units have been de- 
termined through correspondence _ with 
state authorities in order to cause the least 
general inconvenience to the individual 
members of the National Guard. 

Regular Army 

The summer work of the Regular Army 
will be directed largely for the purpose of 
guiding and facilitating the training of 
the other elements of the Army of the 
United States.

If You Were France— 
What Would You Do? 


APT. ANDRE MORIZE, an officer of 

+ the French army, who won distinction 
on the battleline during the World War, 
and who was formerly in charge of the 
R.O.T.C. of Harvard and is now a pro- 
fessor in Harvard University, delivered a 
stirring address at Trinity Church, New- 
ton, Mass., Feb. 25. His subject was, “If 
You Were France, What Would You Do?” 
The Rev. Edward T. Sullivan, pastor of 
the church, in an advance notice of the 
lecture, made some striking allusions con- 
cerning it. He took the ground that Ger- 
many wag a great criminal sentenced by 
the victorious Allies to pay for the terri- 
ble crimes she committed. Dr. Sullivan 
refers to the slow process of law, the ef- 
forts of Germany to avoid paying her pen- 
alties. and to the swirl of foaming senti- 
mentality spilled over her by crowd psy- 
chology. : 

“If you were France, devastated, de- 
serted—if you were the victim of the black- 
est crime of the ages,” said Dr. Sullivan, 
“and you saw the backwash of crowd psy- 
chology set in, and the sentimentalists 
were saying of the criminal, ‘Poor Ger- 
many! Don’t push her too hard!’ If you 
were France, what would you do? And 
what do you honestly think Germany would 
have done to France in 1871 if France had 
failed to pay? 

“All wars are wars for trade. The Al- 
lies have fallen apart in rivalry for trade. 
Money is still the god of nations, and the 
motive of diplomacy. America and Brit- 
ain may yet hamper France, who all alone 
is finally endeavoring to make the crimi- 
nal pay. If they do, then Germany will 
never pay, and the situation will be as it 
was. Thus far Germany has won the war; 
and so far as preventing future war is 
concerned — ‘that this should never be 
again’—the war was a failure, and your 
boys have died in vain.”

Interesting Books 








LAWs Relating to the Navy, Annotated, 
in force March 4, 1921, prepared in 
the office of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy, and approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy June 28, 1922. Government 
Printing Office. 

The publication, which should be of 
great service to the personnel of the Navy, 
consists of 1,560 pages of law and anno- 
tations and an index consisting of 144 ad- 
ditional pages complete in one volume. 
This volume was prepared by Mr. George 
Melling, an attorney for many years in 
the Judge Advocate General’s Office, Navy 
Department, who is considered by the offi- 
cials of the Navy Department as the great- 
est living authority on the general laws 
governing or affecting the Navy in all its 
branches. 

The work is the result of an extended re- 
search of all the laws contained in the Re- 
vised Statutes and those enacted by Con- 
gress from Jan. 1, 1874, to March 4, 
1921. The preparation of this work was 
suspended during the period of the World 
War, and was completed by Mr. Melling 
on June 28, 1922, on which date the final 
proofs were submitted to the Government 
Printing Office. 

This compilation is divided into three 
parts, in addition to an _ introduction 
briefly explaining the sources of the law 
governing the Navy and certain elementary 
rules for the interpretation of statutes. 

By the arrangement adopted for this 
publication, it will be possible for those 
using it frequently to turn to a particular 
section of the Revised Statutes or to an 
act or resolution of a particular date with 
which they are familiar, without the neces- 
sity of consulting the index on every oc- 
easion, while the statutes related to those 
found may also be readily located, from 
the cross references, without consulting the 
index. The sections of the Revised Stat- 
utes are grouped as in the official publica- 
tion under descriptive titles and chapter 
headings, and this arrangement will also 
facilitate the use of the volume without 
constant reference to the index. This vol- 
ume is now being distributed to the Ser- 
vice generally by the Government Print- 
ing Office, and all ships and stations should 
receive their copy or copies, as the case 
may be, within a short time. 

The volume will also be published as 
Senate Document No. 238, second session, 
67th Congress, and as such will shortly be 
available for distribution to the members 
of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives.

The present volume, like the preceding 
volumes, is a masterpiece in the gathering 
together of important, instructive and in- 
teresting facts concerning the armies and 
navies and the merchant marine of the 
world. 

It is an indispensable reference book for 
all concerned or interested with the prog- 
ress and evolution of war and merchant 
ships the world over. The book, which is 
splendidly printed in large type, on the 
best of paper, has over 100 illustrations, 
plates and diagrams of ships, aircraft, 
guns, engines, etc., contained in its 548 
pages. 

In addition to its numerous tables of 
statistical matter, there are illustrations of 
the newest warships to be fitted for sea 
and of the latest merchant steamers 
launchec, and plans of British and for- 
eign warships.

Pacifists Trying to 
Destroy Wisconsin N.G. 


¥ a vote of 26 to 4 the Senate of Wis- 

consin on March 7 killed the bill to 
abolish its National Guard. The next fight 
will be on the appropriation when the Na- 
tional Guard officers go before the joint 
finance committee the week of March 19. 
They will submit a revised budget carry- 
ing figures for the maintenance of the 
resent organizations. No provision will 

made for the construction of new arm- 
ories. 

At a secret meeting held in the office of 
Lieutenant Governor Commings, March 4, 
he and a few other radicals decided on a 
bill to abolish the National Guard and or- 
ganize a few state troops refusing Federal 
aid. This scheme was rendered ineffee 
tive when it was found to be in violation 
of the National Defense act. ’ 

The pacifists and radicals who were 
largely instrumental in putting through 
the Assembly the Polakowski bill, which 
provided for the abolishment of Wiscon- 
sin’s state forces, have made incorrect 
statements with respect to the cost to the 
state of maintaining the Guard. They 
have said that it costs Wisconsin more 
than $1,000,000 per year for the upkeep 
of this force, while as a matter of fact the 
cost in any one year has never exceeded 
the amount appropriated by the state 
legislature, $600,000. 

In addition to the above mentioned state 
budget for military purposes for the Guard, 
the Federal Government appropriates a 
larger sum, which is annually expended in 
Wisconsin. The Federal Government fur- 
nishes all the public animals, forage and 
pay of stable helpers, which leaves stable 
rent as the only additional expense to be 
borne by the state in maintaining its 
mounted organizations. 

For each of the next two years, $600,- 
000 is said to be the minimum requirement. 
Failure on the part of the state legisla- 
ture to appropriate this sum will inevita- 
bly result in the wasteful abandonment of 
valuable property, and the destruction of 
orem of constructive work by patriotic 

ational Guardsmen. 


Polo Equipment for Issue 
to National Guard 


A LIMITED amount of polo equipment 

consisting of saddles, martingales and 
polo boots is available at the War Depart- 
ment for issue to National Guard organ- 
izations. No polo bridles can be issued, 
but it is believed the double bridles issued 
as organization equipment will prove sat- 
isfactory. This equipment will be issued 
to only one unit at a station for the use of 
all units at that station and only to such 
stations as have facilities for playing polo. 
It is suggested that where practicable, a 
service or headquarters unit be selected 
to draw this equipment and that the senior 
officer at the station co-ordinate its use 
among the different units. 

The Militia Bureau believes in encour- 
aging the playing of polo because the game 
tends to develop certain qualities which 
are red in mounted troops. However, 
it should be understood, says Maj. Gen. 
G. C. Rickards, Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau, that no additional equipment which 
is used in playing polo can be secured for

States Gain Money by 
Supporting National Guard 


PROPOS of the attempts of some un- 
patriotic members of state legislatures 
to abolish their National Guard, or to re- 
duce it in such a manner as to make it 
practically unserviceable, and thus also 
seriously cripple the one Army of the Uni- 


ted States as defined in the amended Na- 
tional Defense act, an officer writes to the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL as follows: 

“There has been much talk throughout 
the country and particularly in states like 
Washington and Wisconsin, about the cost 
of the National Guard to the state treas- 
ury. The other side of the story is sel- 
dom mentioned, i.e., the amount of Fed- 
eral money drawn into the state by that 
orvanization. 

“In Wisconsin the other day one of the 
speakers in urging the abolition of the 
National Guard said that the state spent 
a million dollars a year on its National 
Guard and that the burden was ari iniol- 
erable one. The truth of the matter hap- 
pened to be that the Wisconsin appropria- 
tion has never run over $600,000 annually. 
Furthermore, the point was carefully 
suppressed that the United States spends 
each year in Wisconsin more than §$1,- 
000,000 that would not be spent in that 
state if there were no Wisconsin National 
Guard. 

“The Washington National Guard is 
facing the same sort of misrepresentation. 


‘A great deal of advertising is being given 


the fact that the state spends annually 
some hundreds of thousands of dollars on 
the National Guard, but nothing is said to 
indicate what return is realized on this 
investment. In Oregon, however, it was 
clearly brought out that the state realized 
in the form of Federal expenditure more 
than 100 per cent. as much as Oregon her- 
self spent on the local National Guard or- 
ganization. As a consequence, the Oregon 
legislature voted down, by .a large ma- 
jority, a bill aimed to reduce their Na- 
tional Guard appropriation. 

“The Oregon example might well be fol- 
lowed by other states. It might well be 
pointed out that for a nation-wide Na- 
tional Guard force of 200.000 Federal ex- 
penditures will total $42,000,000 annually, 
while all the states expenditures combined 
will total $19,526,000. For a force of 
250.000 the corresponding figures are $52,- 
500.000 and $24,407,000. 

“This is putting the National Guard ser- 
vice on a mercenary basis, but apparently 
the time has come when it is necessary to 
do this in order to defeat the efforts of 
those who wish to make what the Chicago 
Tribune terms merely a dramatie demon- 
stration in behalf of economy.. To those 
whose minds function in such fashion 
there is no use in talking about prepared- 
ness, to them neither patriotism nor far- 
sighted provision for their country’s pro- 
tection makes any appeal; but ‘money 
talks’ with them and they must, therefore, 
be shown that in seeking to abolish the 
National Guard because of the cost to the 
state treasury they are in reality killing 
the goose that lays the golden egg.”

St. John’s School, R.O.T.C., 
Wins Shoot from Britons 


‘HE rifle team representing the R.O.T. 

C. unit at St. John’s School, Manlius, 
N.Y., of which Maj. C. W. Elliott, U.S.A., 
is professor of military science and tactics, 
has received the targets and scores fired 
by the team maintained by the Officers’ 
Training Corps unit at Eton College, Eng- 
land, in the match recently held between 
the two institutions. 

The American cadets defeated their Brit- 
ish opponents by a score of 680 to 658, 
using the American Connolly targets and 
firing an eight-man team. The use of the 
rifle sling was prohibited in this match, in 
accordance with the Englishmen’s request, 
this being cpstomary in English match 
firing. 

The American cadets found this a severe 
handicap, but managed to make a score 
which led the Britons by the fine margin 
of 22 points. Capt. Luse, the British army 
officer on duty at Eton, has written Maj. 
Elliott at Manlius that great interest was 
manifested in the match at the English 
school and has forwarded a challenge for 
a return competition next year. 

The match won by the St. John’s R.O. 
T.C. was for teams of eight men each, who 
fired ten shots per man in prone, sitting, 
kneeling and standing positions. The high- 
est individual score was 94 points out of a 
possible 100, made by Cadet P. C. Gard- 
ner of St. John’s. The highest score on 
the Eton team was 88 points, made by 
Cadet G. R. Dods. 

With this match the Manlius cadets com- 
pleted their arduous schedule of sixteen 
inter-scholastic contests, having met de- 
feat in three instances only, from Culver, 
Staunton and New York Military Acad- 
emy. 


Army Officer Praises 
103d Div. Org. Res 


LT: COL. A. J. DOUGHERTY, U<S.A., 

attached to the 205th Infantry Bri- 
gade, Organized Reserves, spoke before the 
Luncheon Club at Bisbee, Ariz., Feb. 22, 
on National Defense. He pleaded for his 
hearers to “see to it that the man power 
of your country is classified and organized 
in time of peace, when <nere is time to do 
it,” in order that the United States may 
never again be found unprepared to de- 
fend itself ag it was in 1917.

The 205th Infantry of 
the 103d Division, to which Col. Dough- 
erty is attached, covers the states of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, with headquarters 
in Warren. “I want to make public the 
patriotic sacrifices of time,” said Col. 
Dougherty, “which Gen. Greenway and 
others have made and are yet making, vol- 
untarily giving that personal service which 
is the duty of every citizen, but which so 
many shift to the shoulders of the other 
fellow. 

“The Arizona regiment of the 205th Bri- 
gade now has seventy-five per cent. of its 
officers commissioned. We have at last 
made a beginning toward putting the ma- 
chine together in time of peace; toward 
getting the parts where they will work most 


efficiently once we start her. But we still 
ask those to volunteer to come to their 
places.” 

M.T.C. Association Considers 


Future Military Training 


At a dinner and meeting of the Second 
Department Governing Committee of 
the Military Training Camps Association 
of the United States at the Harvard Club, 
New York city, Feb. 28, at which Mr. De- 
Lancey K. Jay presided, various matters 
of interest were discussed and acted upon. 
Mr. Henry H. Curran spoke of the value 
of the “Plattsburg Idea” and the inspira- 
tion which it had been for thousands of 
men. . 
Mr. James D. Williams, civilian aid for 
the 2d Corps Area, outlined the new 
scheme of co-operation with the Regular 
Army by means of civilian aids for the 
corps areas and the states therein. 

Mr. Grenville Clark stated that the as- 
sociation had about $600 in cash and all 
debts paid, but that it would need about 
$9,000 more to complete the budget for the 
year. He spoke optimistically of the pos- 
sibility of raising this amount. . 

Capt. B. F. Caffey, U.S.A., officer m 
charge of C.M.T. camps at Governors Is- 
land, said that 2d Corps Area headquar- 
ters was putting much faith in the organ-

WISHES TO GET BACK IN THE ARMY. 


To THe Eprror: 

HAT does a man do when he has 

Army fever? That is my position for 
the six hundredth time since leaving the 
Service in June, 1919, and I am about to 
the point where something must be done, 
and done quickly. I have tried hard to 
fight this battle of civilian life. I figured 
that it would get easier after two or three 
years, but not so. 

As far as making a success of civilian 
life is concerned, I certainly have not made 
a failure. at least financially. I have 
made about $18,000 since leaving the Ser- 
vice. But no matter how much money I 
make. or what honors are bestowed upon 
me, they mean absolutely nothing to me.

ARMY PROMOTION OUT OF TURN. 
To THE Epitor: 

FTPR reading of the action taken by 

Congress to “relieve 273 captains who 
were so unjustly treated as to be demoted 
to first lieutenants without loss of pay or 
allowances,” it is desired to invite atten- 
tion to a class of officers who seem to have 
been entirely overlooked by those who were 
investigating the case of the*demoted cap- 
tains. 

The class of officers referred to is made 
up of those of over 30 years of age and 
ranging to 45 years who were originally. 
appointed in the grade of first lieutenant 
under the act of June 4, 1920. They, like 
the unjustly treated captains, were ap- 
pointed to a certain grade under the same 
conditions. It is believed that their cases 
will compare favorably with that of the 
demoted captains as to age, ability and 
military records. 

In order that a clear understanding of 
their cases may. be available to those who 
have not been interested in them, let me 
call attention to some of their “hard luck”: 


Deprived of any possibility of pro- 
motion for from six to ten years by 
the recent Army reduction legislation, 
thus reviving the “fifty-year-old first 
lieutenant” to the Army. 

Another year or two of stagnation 
added by promotion of 273 captains 
who were below them on the promo- 
tion list. 

Passed over by officers originally 
appointed in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant under act of June 4, 1920, a 
large number of these (then second 
lieutenants) are now captains and 
many of them are occupying positions 
on the promotion list thousands of 
files ahead of the originally appointed 
first lieutenants. 

(Reduced to grade of second lieuten- 
ant among officers who have been re- 
cently appointed to the Service, al- 
though most of this elass (originally 
appointed first lieutenants) served 
during the late war in active service 
in the grades of captain and major, 
grades many of the present captains 
never attained during the war. 


Any number of this class of officers ac- 
cepted commissions in the grade of first 
lieutenant, giving up their positions in 
other walks of life, in the belief that pro- 
motion to captain would be made in the ad- 


justment of grades after eo me 


under the act of June 4, 1920, had been 
made, but met their first disappointment 
when the vacancies were filled by (then) 


junior and younger officers, who, in many 


eases, had served as subordinates under 
them during the war. 

Their hope for relief was left with the 
Shanks board for the adjustment of the 
promotion list, but when the report of this 
board was approved by the Secretary of 
War it appeared that all possibility of re- 
lief had passed away. ‘The Shanks board, 
after a careful study of the situation, de- 
termined that nothing that it could recom- 
mend would benefit a majority, yet the re- 
cent legislation to promote 273 captains 
ahead of their turn cannot be called any- 
thing but minority relief. 

In view of the fact that the promotion 
list has now been disregarded in placing 
273 officers ahead of their turn for promo- 
tion, why not readjust it to apply to every 
one of the officers, based upon their origi- 
nal appointment; captains on a single list 
among themselves ; first lieutenants among 
themselves. ck second lieutenants among 
themselves? © r,

“Tf the entire promotion list'ig to be torn 
apart by special or “class” legislation, why 
not consider the class of officers referred 
to herein? Their present positions with 
regard to promotion and their present 
grades are not materially different from 
that of the demoted captains. They have 
lost considerably more, and will continue 
to lose more, including pay and allowances, 
and a possibility of field rank before re- 
tirement for age, than the aforementioned 


demoted captains. The number of ‘officers 
in the class referred to herein is greatly 
in excess of 273

I—Stoppage of Pay for Absence from Duty 
on Account of Disease Resulting from Miscon- 
duct—1i1. The act of Congress making appro- 
Priations for the support of the Army for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, approved 
April 27, 1914 (Bul. 18, W.D., 1914), con- 
tains the following provisions, which are pub- 
lished for the information and guidance of all 
concerned: 

_ Provided, That hereafter no officer or en- 
listed man in active service who shall be ab- 
sent from duty on account of disease resulting 
from his own intemperate use of drugs or 
alcoholic liquor or other misconduct shall re- 
ceive pay for the period of such absence, the 
time so absent and the cause thereof to be 
ascertained under such procedure and regula- 
sang as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
ar.’’ 


2. The foregoing provisions of law provide 
that each individual in the military service 
must forfeit pay for absence from full military 
duty when such absence is due to disease di- 
tectly attributable to certain types of miscon- 
duct on the part of the individual. In order 
to secure uniformity in the administration of 
the statute, the following general principles 
will govern all concerned in the forfeiture of 
bay for absence from duty within the purview 
of that statute:

II—Suspension of Execution of Dishonor- 
able Discharge.—A soldier who has been sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge, and in whose 
case the execution of the dishonorable dis- 
charge has been suspended, will be dropped 
from the records of his organization, with ap- 
propriate notation on the records and reports 
of changes. The service record will accompany 
him to place of confinement. While serving 
his sentence of confinement he will be carried 
on the records and returns of general prisoners 
where serving sentence, with notation thereon 
that the dishonorable discharge is suspended. 
When the dishonorable discharge is executed 
the commanding officer of the place where the 
soldier is confined will prepare the discharge 
certificate, complete the service record, and 
forward the latter to The Adjutant General of 
the Army. The date and character of dis- 
charge will be noted on the records and returns 
of general prisoners.

IV—tTraining Regulations—A number of 
recommendations for changes in Training Regu- 
lations to conform to changes in Tables of Or- 
ganization and Tables of Basic Allowances are 
being received by the War Department. In- 
quiries are also received as to whether Training 
Regulations are based on peace or war strength 
tables. In general, the recommendations for 
changes in Training Regulations are to meet 
minor changes in the tables which do not ap- 
preciably affect the text or prevent it from being 
readily adapted to training purposes. To elimi- 
nate u ry correspondence and for the in- 
formation and guidance of all concerned the 
following instructions are promulgated: 

Training Regulations are based on war 
strength Tables of Organization and war 
strength Tables of Basic Allowances in effect 
at the date of publication of the regulations.

Questions having to do with military or naval 
matters will be answered in this department as 
soon as possible after their receipt.

CAPTAIN.—Sec. 3 of the act of June 10, 
1922, applies to Reserve officers. Officers in 
the Reguiar Establishment are not entitied tu 
count inactive service. Your total active ser- 
vice amounts to 4 years, 6 months, 22 days. 
You are therefore entitled to $200 only. r 

G. A. J.—A retired naval officer is entitled 
to treatment in a naval hospital, whether it be 
a relapse of the disability for which he was 
retired or whether he is injured or taken ill, 
but he should go to the nearest naval hospital. 
The Navy has its own hospital and a board of 
survey would not order any naval officer to 
any but a U.S. naval hospital. If the officer in 
question should elect to go to a Government 
hospital he would have to bear the fees of the 
hospital in question. 

E. F. H. asks: (1) Was two months’ extra 
pay authorized to enlisted men of the Regular 
and Volunteer Army that served in the Span- 
ish-American War? If so, piease quote the 
authority. (2) Were soldiers ever reimbursed 
for clothing lost and destroyed during the 
Porto Rico cyclone and tidal wave during 1899 
or 1900 in Porto Rico? 

Answer: (1) These men were entitled to 
two months’ pay on discharge providing they 
had not taken any furlough. File your claim 
with the General Accounting Office, War De- 
partment Division, Washington, D.C. (2) No; 
reimbursement for this has never been granted. 

H. A. 8. asks: (1) What is the difference, if 
any, between the light pack carried by the In- 
fantry and the combat pack? (2) A halyard 
of a flag pole on @ post is in need of minor 
repair; is it permissible to lower the flag dur- 
ing the day when the repair could possibly be 
made after retreat? 

Answer: (1) The terms light and combat 
pack are used colloquially in the field, but not 
officially. When troops go into action they 
drop the roll and carry only haversack with 
rations, ammunition belt, first aid pack, and 
are armed with whatever their branch of the 
service calls for. It is the opinion of some 
officers that a light and combat pack are one 
and the same thing. (2) If the halyard is in 
need of important repairs that would prevent 
the blowing away or falling of the flag, it 
would be common sense to repair it at once. 
If the halyard is not in a dangerous condition 
repairs could be made after retreat. 

H. E. B. asks: Has any bill been passed by 
the Senate or any decision made by the Comp- 
troller General that reduces the pay of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve class, 1C and 1D? I trans- 
ferred to class 1C on Aug. 4, 1922, with over 
16 years’ service to my credit, 

Answer: You would be entitled to retainer 
Pay computed on rates of pay in the act of 
June 10, 1922. 


: MAJOR asks: Reading on page 577 of your 
issue of this date, ‘‘Counting Service for hen 
gevity,’’ I would like to bring to your atten- 
tion the fact that I was commissioned a major, 
Q.M. t.C., Feb. 17, 1920, and having had six 
years’ previous service as an enlisted man, 
from April 14, 1898, to April 18, 1904, in ad- 
dition to my commissioned service during the 
World War, I was of the opinion that as I was 
a part of the U.S. Army on July 1, 1922, that 
my six years’ service as an enlisted man could 
he counted for longevity pay. but the Chief of 
Finance ruled otherwise. I then took the mat- 
ter up with the Comptroller, and he also ren- 
dered the same decision as the Chief of Fi- 
nance. T cannot es rere) how such a ruling 
was made. as IT unferstand that if T was ap- 
pointed after July 1, 1922, I would not be 
entitled to count my service as an enlisted 
man, but I was a part of the U.S. Army on 
that date. T also understand that nothing in 
the act of June 10, 1922, revokes Sec. IT. act 
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hereafter longevity pay for officers in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public 
Health Service and Coast and Geodetic Survey 
shall be based on the total of all service in 
any or all of said Services.’’ Any information 
in connection with the above kindly publisa 
in your next issue. 
Answer: Rights are set forth in Sec. 3 of 
the act of June 10, 1922, which gives credit 
for commissioned service only. The Army and 
Navy Journal regrets to inform you that you 
are not entitled to count your enlisted service 
from 1898 to 1904. 
E. W. E.—The U.S.A.T. Grant arrived at 
Taku, China, en route to Manila, July 28, 
1900. Double time count began on arrival at 
Taku. 

C. N—Troop I, 5th Cavalry, arrived in 
Porto Rico Feb. 14, 1899. 
Cc. P. B.—For any information with resvect 
to the Army band and drill book, suggest that 
you address the Army Music School, Wasn- 
ington Barracks, Washington, D.C 
W. D. C.—Upon investigation at the War 
Department the Infantry and Cavalry records 
do not show that either the 30th Infantry or 
the 6th Cavalry participated in operations in 
Mindanao. The 30th Infantry sailed from the 
P.I. July 15, 1909. The 6th Cavalry sailed 
from the P.I. Dec. 15, 1909. 
J. P. L.—In the hurried war-time manufac- 
ture of the O.D. shirt many of the manu- 
facturers did not know where to place the 
patch, although the War Department specifica- 
tions called for it to be placed on the elbow 
for a reinforcement. This is the real reason 
why he patch is placed between the elbow and 
the shoulder. When the surplus stocks of the 
shirt are exhausted, the new ones to be manu- 
factured will have the customary patch on the 
elbow where it belongs. 
H. T. M.—On the assumption that your 
question as to U.S.S. Pensacola had reference 
to your service in the Navy, it was found upen 
looking into the files of the Navy Department 
that no such name as yours was contained 
therein.

Cab Hire. 


The Comptroller General suggests a re- 
writing of the naval instructions as to pay 
for cab hire, by inserting the words italicized 
in the following quoted paragraph: 

‘““Cab hire is not a legitimate ‘transporta- 
tion charge’ when it is possible to use street 
cars between railroad station and hotel at place 
of temporary duty and therefore officers claim- 
ing reimbursement for cab hire will be re- 
quired to certify that it was impracticable 
on a streat or for “ a faced a 

ving efly e reason wis pract » 
and must furnish a receipted bill with their 
claim.’’ 


Longevity for S.A.T.C. Service. 


The Comptroller General rules that in the 
case of an officer of the Navy who was commis- 
sioned prior to Julv 1. 192%, the time of his 
@ttendance at a Students’ Army Training 
Corps may be counted for lenpgvis under the 
provisions of the act of May 18, 1920: ‘*That 
hereafter-longevity pay for officers in the erst: 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Publ 
Health Service, and Coast and Geodetic Survey 
shall be based on the total of all service in any 
or all of said Services.’’ 


Pirst Appointment in Permanent Navy. 

As to the interpretation of the words ‘‘first 
appointed above ensign,’ as used in instruc- 
tions for paying officers of the Navy, the 
Comptroller General calls attention to the 
wording of Sec. 1 of the act of June 10, 1922, 
descriptive of certain officers who are to 
classed as entitled to pay of the fourth, third 
or second pay period; ‘‘or whose first appoint- 
ment in the permanent Service was in a 
above that corresponding to second lieutenent 
in the Army.’’ The Comptroiler says: ‘The 
act uses the words ‘permanent,’ not ‘regular, 
and appears not to contemplate a case where 
a first lieutenant was made in the temporary 
force of the Regular Navy.’
